LAST HONORS TO SHERMAN. 
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Sherman Obsequies. 
By Associated Pregs. | 

New York, Feb. 19.—New York to- 
day is paying every possible tribute of 
respect to the memory of General 
Sherman. The dawn of his funeral 
day opened bright and clear. The 
courts remained closed. The ex- 
changes closed at noon and general 
business was brought almost to a 
etandstill, and all who could do so 
ceased their daily occupations to do 
honor to the dead soldier. 

-Atan ear'y hour people began to 
assemble in the street opposite the res- 
idence of General Sherman. From 
almost every house along the street an 
. American flag floated at. half-mast. 
There were few visitors in the early 
hours of the morning: Only the most 
intimate friends and a few old soldiers 
Were admitted, and the latter were 
obliged to show certificates that they 
served in the army. 

Rey. Thomas Sherman, the son 
whose arrival was so anxiously awaited, 
arrived at the house at 1:30 this 
morning. Just after taking breakfast 
this morning with the family he took 
a last look at the remains of his 

father. 

- A few minutes before 11 o’clock a 
- Jarge floral shield was received at the 
bouse from West Point cadets. The 
shield was six feet in height and four 
feet broad, and made of white and 
blue immortelles and Calla lilies. 

At 11 o’clock Secretaries Blaine, 
Proctor and Rusk, and Generals 
O’Bierne, Romer and Ewing arrived 
"atthe house. President Harrison will 
not look upon the remains of the Gen- 
eral. The family sent an invitation 
to him this morning, but the Presi- 
dent kindly replied tnat he preferred 
to keep with him remembrances of 
the General while alive. He did not 
wish to see him in death when their 
associations had been so warm and 
general. 

At noon every door step along 71st 
street was crowded with interested 
spectators and the windows were filled 
with expectant faces. At about 12:25 
o’clock a caisson draped in black and 
drawn by four horses was drawn up 
in front of Sherman’s house. The 
horses were mounted by regulars and 
an army officer was in charge. Be- 
hind thé caisson was an orderly lead- 
ing a black charger which bore the 
military trappings of the General. A 
black velvet covering almost hid the 
horse from view, but the boots and 
saddle were plainly conspicuous. 

The service of prayer began at noon 
and were over at 12:30. Prayers were 
read by the Rev. Father Sherman. 
Close to the casket stood the other 
son, P. T. Siserman; in the front par- 
lor were all the other members of the 
family, Secretary Blaine and wife and 
Mrs. Damrosch. | 

Father Sherman was assisted by 
the Rey. Father Taylor and two other 
priests. Father Sherman in conduct- 
ing the simple services’ read from the 
scriptures the passage beginning “I 
am the resurrection and the life.” 
After this two selections were sung 
from the oratorio of Elijah. Father 
Sherman again read from scriptures, 
and the miserere from Mendelssohn 
was given. Prayer was then offered 
by the son, and the services concluded 
with music. There were about 150 
persons present at the services. The 
greater number were relatives, but 
among the friends were Grant and 
Senator Cameron. 

Before the arrival of the hour for. 
the funeral procession to start, car- 
riages containing prominent officials, 
both military and civil, arrived at the 
house. 

Among the visitors were George W. 
Childs, A. J. Drexel, Hiram Hitch- 
cock, Chauncey M. Depew, ex-Presi- 
dents Cleveland and Hayes, Joseph 

Choate, Rear Admiral Braine, Gen- 
erai Schofield and Governors Pattison 
and Bulkely, with their staffs. 

The Senate Committee came ina 
body, wearing the usual signs of 
mourning, and after them came a 
large, committee of the House. It was 
close on to 2 o’cleck when President 
Harrison, with Lieutenant Ernest and 
his Aide-de-Camp, reached the house. 

Long before the procession moved 


along the line of march. Decorations 
along the route were not 89 numerous 
or elaborate as when Genera) Grant 
was buried, but nevertheless they are 
strikingly handsome and in great pro- 
fusion. 

Just about 2 o’clock a troop of the 
Sixth Cavalry formed to the left of 
the house in the middle of the street. 
Six Lieutenants then appeared in the 
doorway, bearing on their shoulders 
the casket of the General, which they 
placed upon the waiting caisson. 
Members of the family, friends, in- 
vited officials and pall-bearers then 
took their places in carriages and fol- 
lowed, and members of Latayette 
Post, G. A. R., formed on either side 
of the caisson. The processien then 
commenced to move, but very slowly, 
as both sides of the street were 
crowded with hundreds of carriages 
waiting to take their places in line. 

Following came the military, con- 
sisting of the military order of the 
Loyal Legion, Grand Army, Cadets 
and National Guards, consisting of 
the Sixty-ninth, the Eighth, the 
Twenty-second, the Seventh and the 
Twelfth Regiments, and the First and 
Second Batteries ot Artillery. Behind 
these were the Sons of Veterans and 
civic organizations, who brought up 
the rear of the parade. 

The pageant started down Eight 
Avenue from Seventy-first street to 
Fifty-seventh street, then turned into 
Fifth Avenue and proceeded to Wash- 
ington Square. Here the parade, ex- 
cept:the guard of honor and the escort 
of mounted police was dismissed.. 

Lafayette Post, having in its center 
the caisson and black charger, swung 
into Broadway and marched to Canal 
street and thence to Desbrosses street 
ferry. Carriages, in which were the 
family, followed closely, and. all 
boarded the ferry boat which was in 
waiting and which took the remains 
acrosa to Jersey City. There the body 
will be placed in a special car, and the 
family and those who are to go to St. 
Louis will occupy another car. It is 
announced that the brief burial ser- 
vices of the Catholic Church will be 
conducted at the grave.

Touching the 
subject of General Sherman’s religious 
belief he said in a positive way that 
may well remove all doubt on the 
matter, ‘‘My father was baptized in 
the Catholic Church, married in the 
Catholic Charch, and attended the 
Catholic Church until the outbreak of 
the civil war. Since that time my 
father has not been a communicant, 
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true religion it is the Catholic relig- 
ion.’ A week ago to-day my father re- 
ceived absolution and extreme unction 
at the hands of Father Taylor. My 
father was unconscious at the time, 
but this fact had no important -bear- 
ing, for sacrament could be adminis- 
tered to any person whose mind could 
be interpreted as desirious of receiv- 
ing them. I will hold services over 
my father’s remains at 12 o’clock to- 
day in the presence of the immediate 
family. They will embrace reading 
the regular funeral service prescribed 
by the ritual of the Roman Catholic 
Chureh.”’

The latest issue from the 
Department of Agriculture brings 
the gratifying intelligence to 
farmers that the increased interest. 
in sheep and wool, noted a year 
ago, has been contineed, and this 
has been probably the most profit- 
able branch of our stock induetry 
during the year, and that “the de- 
cline in wool production, which 
began with the slaughter of flocke 
in 188485 [i. e., after the adverse 
. tariff of 1883 went into effect],.has 
been checked, the aggregate clip 
for 1890 (fall of 1889 and spring of 
1890) being estimated at 276,000,- 
000 pounds; an incfease of 11,000,- 
000 pounds over the previous sea- 
son.” Protection, and not free 
wool, wag the remedy for declining 
wool production.

In Germany, I am 
told that the greet bank there which has 
the character of a national bang ,is anthor- 
ized, in times of emergency, to issue an 
almost unlimited amocunt of paper money 
which is a legal tender; buta constantly 
increasing charge is made as the issue 1p- 
creases,in ord+rthatits retirement m*y 
be forced when the emergency is over; 
that is to say, when g times are re- 
stored and the profit made upon the 
money issued does not equalthe charge 
made by the government upon its issue. 

It will be observed that this system 
works automaticaliy, aud that the charge 
imposed by the government forces the 
emergency circulation inte retirement 
when the crisis ia over.

Such a system would make impossible 
such conditions as have existed in New 
York when money was worth from 1 to5 
per cent. per day. and when the absolute 
destruction of values has either happened 
or been imminent. tn such conditions 
the banks would gladly avail themselves 
of the power to issue this emergency 
money, whatever might be the charge 
impoeed upon it. But I beiieve that tne 
vee? existence of this power would often, 
without its ex. rcise, avert a meney panic, 
for the finances of the country would be 
saved {r.m the disastrous action of two 
classes of people, the cautious, timid

I belicve that such a system could be 
devised within a week by ac »mmiitee ol 
competent men, if the eee princi- 
ples were | .id down for their guidance: 

First. That the mints of this country 
should be opened to free coinage of the 

roduct of silver from the mines, exclud- 
ng by a mint charge the foreign silver 
coin aad the bullion produced from it. 

Second. That some easy method should 
be devised of permitting the national 
barks to reduce theif circulation to an 
umount barely necessary for the maint - 
nance of their existence as na'iona! insti- 
tutions, and permitting them to retire 
their bonds, 

Third. That the issue of gold certifi- 
cates should be discontinued. 

Fourth. Tha’ only one form of Treas- 
ury note, redeemab:e in coin, should be 
i-sued hereafter, and tnat when silver cer- 
tificates, gold certificates, greenbacks, or 
national bank notes come into the Treas- 
ury of the United States, ‘hey should be 
cancelled and the said Treasury notes 
substituted in their place. 

That provision should be made 
for the issve of emergency money to the 
extent of 50 per cent. of the value of secur- 
ities, snch as national, State, municipal 
and railroad bonds, with the c nsent <1 
the Secreiary of the treasury, in times of 
emergency, up»n which issue the Govern- 
ment shouid impose a constantly increas- 
ing charge, so a: to enforce their gradual 
retirement whenever the emergency 
might subside.
